It would be necessary to cover tile 
countenance of the person photograph 
ed with Hour. 
This seems a strange 
notion now, and it proved not to he a 
good one then, for all of Professor 
D raper’s early attempts were failures. 
Finally he left off the flour and then 
was quite successful. 
This so delight 
ed him that he sent the picture to F'r 
William Herscher the eminent English 
astronomer 
Sir William was in turn 
delighted and made known Professor 
Draper's success to the scientific men 
of Europe. 
Ile also sent Professor 
Draper 
a letter of acknowledgment 
and congratulation, which has been 
carefully preserved in the archives of 
the Draper family.

In the fixed scale of descent in India 
nome classer are merely inferior, whilo 
Home are "unclean" or "untouchable," 
hut from whatsoever duns a man be 
horn in he lins no escape but death. 
PhiUlren born in an "unclean" caste 
remain "unclean;" children bom in an 
Inferior caste remain as tholr fathers 
were. 
Nothing that they can do can 
iii the slightest degree change their 
Bituation. They wert* born "unclean;" 
their ancestors were "unclean;" their 
descendants will be "unclean" till the 
end of tile chapter. 
To give a few illustrations from 
many, a weaver is less "unclean” than 
a carpenter, a carpenter is ubovo a 
house cleaner, a 1k i u s « cleaner i s above 
a street cleaner, and a street cleaner is 
above a parinh or no caete man. Every 
trade or occupation has It# exact place, 
arbitrarily fixed, in Hie scale of degra 
dation. 
Above all the men that labor with 
their hands In whatsoever way are 
the tradesmen and shopkeepers, also 
with subdivisions into dashes; above 
(he tradesmen is the useless and now 


almost idle warrior class; above the 
warriors is the Brahman or priestly 
class, and with these grand divisions 
Ihe structure of the system is com­ 
plete. 
Wealth or material situation or sue 
cess bus nothing to do with the caste of 
any man. You may hire for your cook 
or valet a Brahman of tho purest strain 
serene, who for wee lls before you en­ 
gaged him may have t>een on the verge 
of starvation. 
Tile monger beggar to 
whom you tons alms In tile road may 
lie of a very high caste. Tile well fed 
groom, resplendent In gorgeous livery, 
flashing by on a carriage that rovers 
tile beggar with dust, is very likely of 
a caste a mile below the beggar. Time 
no more than effort can break down 
these walls of division. 
One of the 
wealthiest and most distinguished fam ­ 
ilies In Calcutta, tile famous Tagore 
family, lost caste about two centuries 
ago. Members of this family have re 
celved honor from 
tile government, 
have conferred great benefits upon city 
and country and have been noted for 
their numerous charities and benefac­ 
tions. One exerted himself all Ids life 
to further native education. 
Another 
helped to endow Calcutta university. 
All are enormously rich, and all bear 
enviable reputations for goodness, lion 
esty and philanthropy. But the wall of 
caste has never fallen for them. They 
are still hated and avoided by their 
countrymen exactly as they were at 
ti}© beginning of their exclusion. In the 


streets of Calcutta is many a ragged 
artisan that would not sit on the same 
bench with a Tagore or touch the end 
of ills robe. 
Fain, suffering, penury, even death 
Itself. Is nothing to tile Hindoo com­ 
pared with tile loss of caste 
Many a 
Hindoo that in the old days would 
yield nothing to the most fiendish tor 
lures quickly surrendered his secrets 
when threatened with something that 
would 
contaminate him a piece of 
cowskin, perhaps, or a glass of water 
that had 1m*o:i touched by a pariah. In. 
I suppose, thousands of eases persons 
that have hopelessly lost their caste 
have abandoned tile lr homes and wan 
tiered miserably aloug tile roads until 
death overtook them. 
’Thousands of 
others have thrown themselves into the 
Ganges or deliberately starved 
Tiire** Brahman girls who had been 
degraded by a Mussulman went before 
ii Judge to demand vengeance and 
when the Judge declined to Interfere 
killed themselves In t lie courtroom. 
At a town called BuJ HuJ a widow 
lost caste by falling in levo with a 
man beneath her. 
As loss of caste bo­ 
ulle member of Hie family degrades 
the others also, lier eldest son Imme­ 
diately swallowed poison and died, 
and his remaining brethren fled the 
country.

spent ii busy afternoon at the capitol 
In W ashington recently anil for half 
an 
hour entertained the new spaper 
correspondents with a 
c h a ra c te ristic ! 
talk, says the New York Times. 
W ith 
W illiam Dean Howells and .a party of J 
other 
auth ors 
and 
publishers 
Mr. > 
Clemens w ent to W ashington to lie 
present a t the hearings on th e pending 
copyright bill, which are being con­ 
ducted in the senate reading room ut 
the Congressional library by the com­ 
m ittee on patents of the senate and tile 
house. The new copyright bill extends 
the authors* copyright for the term of 
his life and for fifty years thereafter. 
Mr. Clem ens in discussing the Dill said: 
“ I hav e read this hill. 
At least I 
have read such portions as I could un­ 
derstand. Nobody hut a practiced leg­ 
islator can read the hill and thorough­ 
ly u nderstand it, and I ani not a prac­ 
ticed legislator. 
I ain interested par­ 
ticularly and especially in tile part of 
the hill which concerns my trade. 
I 
like th a t extension of copyright life to 
the a u th o r’s life aud fifty years afte r­ 
w ard. 
I think th a t would satisfy any 
reasonable author, because it would 
tak e care of his children. 
Let the 
grandchildren take care of themselves. 
T h a t would take care of my daughters, 
and a fte r th a t I nm not particular. I 
shall then have long been out of this 
struggle, Independent of it. indifferent 
to it. 
“ I ain aw are flint copyright must 
have a limit, because th a t is required 
by 
the 
constitution 
of 
the 
United 
States, which sets aside the earlier 
constitution, which we call tile Deca­ 
logue. 
The Decalogue says you shall 
not ta k e aw ay from any man his prof­ 
it. I don't like.” he explained, “to use 
the h arsh term. 
W h a t the Decalogue 
says, ‘Thou shalt not steal.’ but I arn 
trying to use more polite language. 
“T he law s of E ngland and America 
do tak e it away, do select hut one 
lass, the people who create tho I. tora* 
tu re of the land. 
They alw ays talk 
handsom ely about th e literature of the 
land, and then they turn around and 
do w h a t they can to discourage it. 
I 
know w e m ust have a limit, but forty- 
tw o y ears is too much of a limit. I am 
quite unable to guess w hy there should 
be a lim it at all to th e possession of 
th e product of a m a n ’s labor. T here is 
no lim it to i a1 estate.” 
T he expiration of a copyright, Mr. 
Clem ens explained, did not inure to 
the benefit of the public, but to the 
publisher, “ who goes on publishing die 
book, and as m any of his confederates 
as choose to go into the conspiracy do 
so, an d they rear fam ilies in affluence. 
A nd they continue the enjoym ent of 
those ill gotten gains generation after 
generation forever, for they never die. 
Iii a few weeks or m onths or years I 
shall be out of it, I hope under a m onu­ 
m ent. 
I hope I shall not be entirely 
forgotten, and I shall subscribe to the 
m onum ent myself. 
Hut I shall not be 
caring w hat happens if there Is fifty 
y ears left of my copyright. My copy­ 
right produces annually a good deal 
m ore than I can use, but my children 
can use it. I can get along. I know a 
lot of trades. 
B ut th a t goes to my 
daughters, who can’t get along as well 
as 
I can, because I have carefully 
raised them as young ladies, who don’t 
know anything and can’t do anything. 
I hops congress will extend to them 
th e charity which they h av e failed to 
get from me. 
“ W hy, if a m an who is not even 
mail, 
hut 
only 
strenu ou s—strenuous 
ab ou t race suicide—should come to me 
an d try to got me to use my large po­ 
litical and ecclesiastical Influence to 
get a bill passed by this congress lim­ 
iting families to tw enty -tw o children 
by one mother I should try to calm 
him down. I should reason w ith him. 
I should say to him: ‘Leave it alone. 
L eave it alone, and it will take care of 
itself. Only one couple a year iii the 
U nited States can reach th a t limit. If 
they have reached th a t limit let them 
go rig h t on. Let them have all the lib­ 
erty they w ant. 
Iii restricting th at 
fam ily to tw enty-tw o children you are 
m erely conferring discom fort and u n­ 
happiness on one fam ily i cr year in a 
nation of BS.ObO.OOO, w hich is not worth 
while.’ 
“ It is th e very sam e w ith copyright. 
O ne author per y e ar produces a b o o k 
w hich can outlive the forty-two year 
limit; th a t's all. T his nation can’t pro­ 
duce tw o authors a y ear th a t can do it. 
T he thing is dem onstrably im pi 
hie. 
All th a t the lim ited copyright eau do 
is to take tin* bread out of the mouths 
of th e children of th a t one author per 
le a r. 
• 
“ I m ade un estim ate son:*- years ago 
w hen I appeared before a committee of 
the betise of lords th a t we had pub­ 
lished In this country since the Decla­ 
ration of Independence 220,00'> hooks. 
They have nil gone. 
They have all 
perished before they were ten years 
old. It Is only one look in a thousand 
th a t can outlive the forty-two year 
limit. 
Therefore why put a limit at 
all? You m ight as well limit the fam ­ 
ily to tw enty-tw o children. 
‘‘If you recall th e Am ericans iii the 
nineteenth century w ho wrote books 
th a t lived forty tw o years you will 


pave to begin with Cooper. 
You can 
fallow with W ashington Irving, H ar­ 
riet Beecher Stowe, E dgar Allan Boe, 
im I there you have to w ait a long 
titre.
